Hakodate, 29th Angust. 


On the evening of the 27th, a fatal shooting 
onso took place on board the atter bunting 
sobooner Areffe, now in this harbour.

- Tho system of acting appointmenta is .no' 
one that finds mach favour in the eyes of 
the public, either here or in other places, 
The locum feneng scldom feels the same in- 
térest in the work that is felt by the holder 
of the substantive post, und often bas bis 
handa tied toa certain extent through: the 
natural desire not to inaugurate a new de- 
parture or to make difficulties for the actual

recta, Thia applies moro especially to ad- 
ministrative departments., Unfortanately, 
however, for the community: aud for the 
lower officials, the syatem is more or less 
inevitable in Hongkong. It ia of course 
quite impossible to have two seta of officials, 
and it ja equally unrensonable to deny to the 
heads of departments the holidays they have 
earned and which ‘are frequently indispon- 
sable to the preservation of thair hoalth. It 
happans as often ag not, aa one result of the 
system, that the square pep: gets fitted into 
the round hole, and tho work of the depart- 
ments becomes hampered and impeded to a sad 
dogres, Butitis hard tosay wherothe remedy 
is to bo found, Probably the beat way to 
minimise tho i) results of the ayatem ia to 
promote the nextin rank inthe department 
when jiovsible, .and@ not pass them over 
merely to onfer.s little promotion ou a per- 
bapa m:. turin and favoured official admir- 
ably cuployed in other avd possibly vory 
‘different work. . 
Tho evils of tho syatom of acting appoint. 
ments are not, however, confined.to the offi- 
eials; they extend to appointments of unoffiaal 
menbers.ofthe Legislative Councit:—OF thie’ 
fact we have an instaneo now before us, 
When Mr, Tosa Jackson teft this colbnyin 
Apri), 1826, the Chaunber of Commerce, which 
had nominated him, selecled Mr. A. P. Mac- 
Ewer to fll his place, and Mr. Jacreox 
went away on leave. Upon Mr: Jaokson’s 
reaumption of tho pest of Chief Manager of 
the Hongkong and Shanghai-Bank, his leave 
expired, und Br, MacHwen's acting incam- 
bency aa meniber for the Clam ber alo ceased. 
Mr. Jactson, however, bad thought_well. to 
resign the post, and a fresti nomination bee 
comer necessary, Meqntime, tho work: of 
legislation is. delayed because of Mr. Mac- 
Ewen's absence, the. Government feeling 
reluctant to .proceed witli that important 
measure the Publie Health Bill with the un- 
official element in the Council weakened 
by’ the absenca of 2° member who has 
taken o lively and intelligent interest in 
the Bill, The ineiderit is instructive, ‘and 
_ Will, we hope, lead toa little reform in this 
direction. The Hon. ©. -P. Cxarze holds an 
acting Appointment, Mr. F, D,. Sassoon 
boing the actual reprosentative of the Jus: 
tices of the Peace. It is quite possible’ that 
Mr, Sassoon may return ata moment when 
Mr, Custer may be, as at present, wost.use: 
fully engaged in some important logislative 
work where his experience and kaowledge 
are simply. invahiable, and the.’ threads ‘of 
“which Me, Sassoon. would not: be ready to 
take up at short notice. What we wauld pro- 
pose, therefore, is that uo unofficial member 
should beallowed wore than six months’ leave ; 
if he be leavivg the colony for a longer period 
he shouldbe expected to resign his seat at the 
Couneil, and tet his successor beappointed 
Permanently, thus doing away with acting 
unofficial members, The same reform sbould 
aleo be extended to the appointments.of une 
“ficial members mado by “the. Governor. 
With five unofficial seats at the Council and 
the frequent holidays taken by members, 
there would be no necasaity for the exclusion 
for any lengthened period of an exceptionally 
ableor popular member, while ‘the reform 
Suggested would be fairer for all parties and 
‘admit of the introduction of more uew blood 
into our legislative bady.

Thoy 
know that when that is taken from them 
their influence is immensely weakened, 
Whethor it is for good or ill that the control 
of education has been toa great extent taken 
out of their bands in “England is. not no. 
ceseary for us to bere enquire. But in 
Hongkong, where a considerable, and by no 
Means unimportant, proportion of the foreign 
community eonaiets of: Jows, Turks, In- 
fidels, and Hleretics," “it is essential that 
provision should be made for these without 
their being compelled to submit to forms 
and ‘regulations made for the children of 
Christian parents, And amongst tho section 
of the foreign residents which, professes the 
Boman Cutholic faith thero isd not-incon- 
siderable number who are,not satisfied with 
tho School under the control of. that Church, 
Correapondence in our. own columns yas 
shown this, spedial complaint baving been 
‘mado of the repented interruption .to’ the 
lessons and the time occupied by prayere at 
St. Joseph’a College. ‘Then, amongst the 
Portuguese there aro many who, boing in 
easy circumstances, ure williag to pay for 
Hthe-baut-wducation procurable for their chil 
dren, and who naturally wish to keep them 
from association with thosa of the lowest 
class, which canoot be done at the Christian 
Brothers’ School... There ‘can Be no doubt 
that if we bad a firat class school for for- 
eignere, conducted on purely secular prin. 
ciples a number of the better class Portuguese 
would feel that a want was supplied, and 
would send their children in spite of threate 
of excommunication, ‘We do not forget that 
the-establishment of the Hongkong Public 
School was greatly aided by tha Bishop of 
Victoris and these whom we may be allowed. 
to designate the particilarly religious 
members of the Bagliah community; but it 
was never understood that these ware ta have 
au exclusive voice in the management of tho 
achool, or that restrictions were to be put on 
the entry of any boy owing to.the creed of 
one or both of bis parents. Surely a wail 
-brought_up_Jew.or. Parsec-ia a far safer as. 
aociate than Christinn children of low 
parentage, That the school has in a manner 
supplied a want wo are ready to acknowled ga. 
rand that’ under the present muster it, has 
been very successful, but we have no hesita, 
tion in saying that under more favourable 
auspices it might have been much more so. 
‘The fact is that the English Protestant com: 
munity ia aot yet-large enough to support a 
first elass school in which Episcopalian Pro- 
testantism is mado a léading feature, Even 
allowing that the echool was founded 
on that basia it cannot be said that it has 
worked as harmoniously as.could have been 
wished, During its short duration it bas 
had four masters,and two of them left: in 
disagreement with the Committee or with 
the active portion of it, Itisan open secret 
that at the present moment. there oxista a 
misunderstanding that might lead to serious 
! consequences. ‘If we are rightly joformed, 
there appears to ba a desire oo ‘the part of 
some of the more energetic members of the 
Committee to exclude boys on account of the 
-roligion uf their parents, and, it ia oven said, 
to interfere in an irritating manner with the 
duties of the-bhead master, Whether there 
ig any reason why the decision as to the ad. 
mission of new pupils inthis achool should 
not rest with tho head master we do, not. 
know, but that ho is the person upon whom 
that duty devolves in almost every other 
achool is well known. ‘The Committeo have 
just taken'a new departure; they. have pre- 
pared a form ‘of application’ for the aduia- 
sion of-uew pupils; which wa believe has given 
great. dissatisfaction owing to its inquisitorial 
tenor.. A whole series of questions as to the 
nationality, profeasion, roligion, otc., of each 
of the parents laa tobe answered. Inonecaae 
rthat-we'bave beard of the form: wae retried | 
with a distioct refusal to answer any ‘such 
questions... We can: hardly suppose that 
this form was drawa up without the kucw. 
ledge of the Committee, If it, wae thero was 
either a distinct neglect of. duty: on. their 
part, of an unwarrantuble adsumption of re- 
sponsibility on, the part of some ‘of their 
pamber, -If, on. the other band, the form 
waa submitted to and ‘passed by the majority 
of the Cowmittee, then we can only say that 
they bave found an admirable plan for keep. 
ing away pupils. Should such be’ their ob- 
ject they will. undoubtedly succeed, but: in 
ease of that polisy being persevered in we 
may uafely predict a serious decline in the 
efficiency, if not the dissolution, of the school, 
Tt this want of barmany is to prevail it may 
have the beneficial result of leading to the 
|establishment of a purely non-sectarian 
school. In tho meantime the sudstribers 
may fairly ask whether their object is being 
carried out ag they intended, The amount

the last fow months. Tho climate of Hankow 
ia, a3.a role, dry, and ia generally oonsiderod far 
heaithier than that of Shanghai, although. the

We have regcived from 
Hankow the readings of the thermometer for 
the month of August, and hare append: them.
